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Murder suspect arraigned 


in Lompoc Justice Court today

McKay 29, was arraigned in Lompoc 
Justice 
Court 
this 
morning 
on 
charges 
of 
slaying 
a 
Lompoc 
waitress and a vending machine 
serviceman and then stuffing their 
bodies in car trunks. 
Flanked 
by 
S heriffs 
guards, 
McKay was led into the courtroom 
even as funeral arrangem ents were 
being completed for Galen Arthur 
Dill. 38, of 429 South U St., and 
Mildren Greco, 39, of 408-B E. 
Airport Ave. Dill's body was tound 
at about 3 p.m Sunday in the trunk 
of his 1966 Oldsmobile. He had been 
shot once in the head. Mrs. Greco s 
body was recovered from the trunk 
of a car driven by McKay. Sheriff's 
deputies stopped him on Highway 1, 
9 4 miles south of Lompoc. She had 
reportedly been shot three times. 
McKay was arrested at the scene at 
about 2:30 a.m., or less than 24 
hours after the discovery of Dill. 
The complaint against 
McKay 
charged two counts of m urder and 
two counts of robbery. On of the 
m urder counts was believed to stem 
from the highway robbery of a man 
in Santa Maria, last week. In that 
case, also the assailant forced his 
victim into the trunk of a car. Unlike 
the two cases in Lompoc however, 
the man was not harmed. 
Because of the origin of the case 
— the discovery of Dill's body in the 
car parked in the driveway of his 
South U Street home — Lompoc 
Police 
Department 
handled 
the 
investigation initially. 


After McKay's arrest, however, it 
became apparent that the m urders 
of the two victims had occurred on a 
county road south of Lompoc*. The 
Sheriff s Department took charge 
officially Monday morning, although 
a team of Sheriff ID or identifi­ 
cation men had worked on the case 
since the discovery of Dill 's car. and 
a number ol deputies had partici­ 
pated in some phase of the early 
investigation. 


Further information was sketchy 
this morning. Sheriff's Capt. Fritz 
Patterson referred questions to Lt.

paid his rent, and 
shortly before the time he i.s alleged 


to have slain .Mrs. (ireco. caused a

Trudeau wants surcharge off

Prim e .Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau ol Canada asked President Nixon for the 
removal of the 10 per cent import surcharge because it is 
“hurting us" and the United States said it would be taken 
off as soon as possible, Canadian officials .said today 
They said •‘it was not in the United States position to 
keep it on for a length of time ' The question of the 
surcharge cam e up during two meetings with Nixon 
Monday - o n e shortly after Trudeau arrived and the 
other during a working dinner at the While Hou.se 
Thé first session was desc*ribed by Canadian officials 
as a two-hour. 20-minute "cordial and good humored" 
discussion which, however, did not reach an agreem ent 
on U.S.-Canadian bilateral problems 
"I gather that today's talks were successful. " .said one 
Canadian official. "No agreem ent was reached, but the 
feeling is that if pursued further on an official level, it 
could be reached." He said that there were several 


problems to be worked out, without going into .specifics 
Regarding the i.ssue of the surcharge. Ottawa officials 
said ('anada called for it being "rem anded as .soon as 
possible bt*cause it is hurting us ' 
Trudeau, according to Canadian officials, told Nixon 
that he wanted the surcharge to "get out in a hurry " as it 
affects "Canada and other countries ' 
The two officials also discussed the international situa­ 
tion. including the conflict between India and Pakistan, 
the .Middle E ast and Nixon's forthcoming trip to China. 
After their first meeting at the White House. Trudeau 
‘ went to a local hotel to cfiange into formal attire and 
then returned to the Executive .Mansion for a black-tie 
working dinner where he di.scussed more Canadian U .S 
problems w ith Nixon. 
Canadian officials said that both Trudeau and Nixon 
were satisfled to t»^ up all differences r(‘garding the 
U.S. Canadian problems

“ That bill IS going to come out of 
this house by noon.," .Moretti vowed 
.Moscone said. “ To the extent 
anyone can prt*dict the future I 
would say the tax bill will pass the 
Senate." 
The bill would raise tax revenues 
this fiscal year by $.501 million 
—$420 million from withholding and 
$81 million from business-oriented 
taxes. 
Of this, $310 million would bt* u.sed 
to balance the $6.8 billion state 
budget. $150 million for a one-tirne 
building con.struction program. $21 
million for business inventory tax 
relief and $20 million for a fiscal 
cushion 
The $150 million for capital outlay 
would 
be earm arked 
tor higher 
education < $80 million », beaches and 
parks ($40 million» and earthquake 
damaged schools ( $30 million ». 
Of the withholding revenue. $150 
million—the amount .set aside for 
capital outlay—would represent a 
one-time windfall resulting from 
citizens having their 
1972 taxes 
collected from payroll deductions 
while .still making a lump .sum 
payment in April on 1971 income. To 
lessen this initial double burden, the 
tax on 1971 income would be reduced 
by 20 per cent. 
Even it the bill were signed into 
law this week by Reagan. State 
Finance Director Verne Orr said it 
would be too late for many large 
corporations 
to 
begin 
payroll 
withholding on Jan, 1. 
"We just can't ask a business with 
a computer to gear up in 5, 10 or 15 
days." Orr told a newsman. "It 
probably would be easier for the 
very

with

Only one vote was cast against Powell s 
confirmation late Monday afternoon —that 
b\ Sen Fred R Harris. D-Okla

think he's mostly tor the elite, the rich, the 
comfortable, the approved, those who look 
good in country club drawing rooms. 
Harris said in explaining his vote. 
Eighty-nine senators voted to confirm 


Powell, who said afterwards in Richmond. 
Va . that 
the near unanimitv of support 
frightens me a little 1 am too conscious of 
my own limitations to take it at face value 
I am afraid I cannot live up to such high 
expectations 
Powell will succeed the late Justice 
Hugo Black A widely acclaimed lawyer. 
Powell is a former president of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association 
Confirmation of Rehnquist. nominated to 
succeed Justice John M Harlan, promised 
to be a far different thing. A split judiciary 
committee recommended his confirmation 
on a 12 to 4 vote. 
Opponents, led bv Sen. Birch D. Bayh. D- 


Ind said Rehnquist had an anti-civil rights 
record as a practicing attorney in Phoenix. 
Ariz. They also said that since becoming an 
assistant 
attorney 
general 
in 
the 
administration, he had had a record of 
being against civil liberties.

Eastland. 
D-Miss.. 
chairman of the .Judiciary Committee, said 
Monday that such charges represented

of the ship and sank it in a raging gale.

when the bomb blew a 8-by-12-foot hole in 
the side of the SS Badger State about 55« 
miles north and east ol Mid wav Island

Transportation Safety Board, the crew of 
the ship out of Bangor. Wash . fought tor 
nine days to shore up her cargo of bombs 
Twice she changed course in attempt to 
find calm seas, 
With each ship roll the bombs rolled or 
slid, 
the report said. "Striking each other 
or the ship s steel hull where the wood 
sheathing had been splintered away Small 


holes were punched in the ship s side by the 
battering action ol the bombs Several tell 
into the hold below through a hatc h where 
the hatch boards had carried away. 
Finally one of the bombs exploded when it 
was jarred "The explosion was well below 
its potential force —failing to set off other 
bombs, 
the report said but it blew a hole 
in the ship s side 
The c aptain ordered the ship abandoned 
and the wind blew away two life rafts. The 
crew finally managed to launch a lifeboat 
with 35 crew members aboard.

Perhaps the Ix-st known hexachlorophene product is 
phisohex, introduced more than 20 years ago as a surgical 
scrub and widely used also lor bathing babies in hospitals 
and homes. 
In a bulletin mailed to 600.000 doctors today, the FDA 
cited a new study by Phisohex a manufacturer. Winthrop 
Laboratories Division of Sterling Drug Inc.. in which 
newborn monkeys washed daily with the solution absorbed 
hexachlorophene into their blood and sutiered brain 
damage. 
Another study showed similar blood absorption and brain 
damage in rats, the FDA said, and a third showed lesser but 
measureable 
exachlorophene levels in the blood ol 50 
newborn babies who were bathed with it The monkeys and 
rats were killed so their brains could be studied. The 
babies, ot course, were not. and the FDA said "no obvious 
toxic symptoms were noted in the newborns

Good clam tides 


OCEAN FISHING 
Bottom fishing was on the quiet side 
Heavy swells 
combined with rain kept most small boat operators at 
home. The few that did go out were well rewarded, 
especially with regards to ling cod. which have apparently 
come into the more shallow water to spawn. Morrow Bay 
party boats have been doing well off Point Buchon. with 
near limits being sacked. For Avila party boat fishing call 
Rrench s Tackle Store at Avila, as the boat goes out only 
with at least five passengers over weekends. 
So far the awaited run of white sea bass has not 
materialized, nor have the bomto shown up in any quantity. 
Albacore fishing from Morro Bay has practically ceased 
for the season. The fish are still some sixty to seventy miles 
away, and with the winter season setting in the trip is not 
exactly an enjoyable one. 
Most salt water activity has centered around clamming, 
with some of the best tides of the year being experienced. 
Steelhead fishing in the surf off the Arroyo Grande creek 
has been doing little. One angler was working the area 
using lures and managed to get some large perch, but no 
steelhead. A few have been seen in the ocean north of 
Cambria, but very few caught. With the sand bars in place 
and little water in the creeks, the outlook is not a very 
happy one for the steelhead anglers. A heavy rain in the 
hills is needed to fill the creeks and clean out the beach to 
the ocean 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Some of our local anglers made the trip to Lake San 
Antonio, and did fair to good on bass and cat fish up to five 
pounds. Water is in good condition — clear and cold — with 
the best action on bass in the deeper parts of the lake. 
Lake Nacimiento, according to Dick Kelsey, has gotten 
over its “ turn over" and a good crowd was out over Thanks­ 
giving holiday The fishing was good except for white bass, 
who are still not schooling in the shallows. In fact very few 
have been caught the last few weeks. Crappie were also 
hard to come by Most of these two species of fish like the 
warm water, and are not very active in the winter months. 
Black bass were caught in fair quantities, but had to be 
worked for. In other words fishing was good, but not as easy 
as it should be. Sitting watching a rod from the shore or 
boat is just not real fishing. It takes an angler with some 
"know how“ to produce when the going is tough. The 
average fisherman just out for a day has been spoiled by 
finding fishing in many waters far too easy. But demand is 
for limits, irrespective of how and where. Hence, the 
catcheable trout program and some anglers following the 
planting truck Yes. they still do. and the common question 
asked is “ when did they plant". In realty this is not sport, 
but one had to face facts. With the ever-growing angling 
pressure, if it were not for the planting program, what 
fishing there is would be ended in short order 
Margareta Lake still plugging along with not too many 
customers, but the old regulars getting their fish. 
Lopez Lake saw few fishermen, with the odd fish being 
taken from the banks. Also by trolling or deep water bait 
fishing. So far we have no word from the DFG as to the next 
planting, and the regulars are getting restless for fish. 
Laguna Lake was stocked, and some nice trout taken. But 
here again the fish hog is in evidence, with many over 
limits being caught. We have been up there twice lately, 
and that is the theme of the conversation. The sports 
fishermen bewailing the tact ol so and so taking too many 
fish. We tell them the answer is in their hands. Get the car 
number, and call the warden But here again it is a case of 
“ let George do it” . 
Trout fishing in Lake Cachuma has been good, with 
weekly stocking and carry over hsh up to three pounds are 
reported Bass fishing in deep water has been fair to good 
Cooler weather has brought less pressure than usual, and 
now is a good time to get in some good lake f ishing.

ster, in any nation, is liable 
to die a violent, early death. 
But in the state of Israel, 
the situation is more precari­ 
ous. A 25-year-old Israeli, for 
example, has lived with war, 
or the constant threat of war, 
for his entire life. The war 
such 
as 
a 
young 
Israeli 
knows is not to be confused 
with the war his American 
counterpart might be famil­ 
iar with. 
War in Israel—surrounded 
by 
enemy 
states 
and 
so 
small that a jet bomber can 
cross its width in seconds— 
means the immediate threat 
of losing not only life or 
limb, 
but family, 
friends, 
home and even country. 
In his recently published 
b o o k , 
“ Border 
Kibbutz" 
(Grosset and Dunlap), Amer­ 
ican journalist Michael Gor­ 
kin discusses the dilemma of 
“the children in the shel­ 
ters.” 
Gorkin spent a year as a 
member of a kibbutz on the 
border between Jordan and 
Israel. Since about a year 
after Israels Six Day War. 
the kibbutz regularly faced 
attack by Arab guerrillas. 
Because G o r k i n writes 
about the intimate relation­ 
ships and day-to-day lives of 
the kibbutzniks, he has not 
disclosed its real name, or 
the names of any of its m em ­ 
bers. 
He 
has 
given 
the 
border kibbutz the name Bi- 
lat in his book. 
All 
of 
Bilat’s 
children 
sleep in bomb shelters. They 
are air conditioned, contain 
bunk beds, 
are 
decorated 
with paintings and posters— 
but they are underground; 


they are bomb shelters. 
The shelters, Gorkin said 
in a recent interview, offer 
the c h i l d r e n 
and their 
parents a great deal of secu­ 
rity. At Bilat, he explains, 
w h e n e v e r “ it bombs” an 
adult goes down to the shel­ 
ters with the children. Most 
of the kibbutz adults do not 
appear 
to be 
overly 
dis­ 
traught 
by the 
bombings, 
Gorkin reports. He quotes 
one mother of two: 
“The point is that we’re not 
all running around like a 
bunch of chickens with our 
heads chopped 
off. 
We’re 
rather calm about it. as a 
matter of fact. Maybe to you 
this doesn’t seem possible, 
but that’s the way it is.” 


But the shelters take a 
great while to get used to. At 
the beginning some children 
insisted on the presence of 
their parents all the time, 
others got sick so they could 


sleep 
upstairs. 
But 
after 
awhile they adjusted. 
Even with the total accept­ 
ance ot the shelters, how­ 
ever, problems occur. Gor­ 
kin quotes Bilat’s psychia­ 
trist: 
“The paradox we now face 
is that if we ever get to a 
point where it will be safe for 
(the children) to sleep up­ 
stairs, we are going to have 
some problems. Already we 
see signs of it. For example, 
when families go visiting in 
Haifa or Tel Aviv, some of 
the children do not want to 
sleep 
in 
bedrooms. 
Even 
when they are told that there 
is no bombing in the cities, 
they complain that they want 
to go back to the kibbutz and 


sleep in the shelters.” 


Gorkin says that it is an 
irony that the shelters them­ 
selves 
have 
become 
such 
symbols of security to the 
youngsters. 
“The 
psychia­ 
trist told m e,” Gorkin says, 
“ that the shelters, for the 
children, are the children’s 
'imaginary 
return 
to 
the 
womb, so safe and secure 
that not even bombs can 
harm them there.’ ” 
He recalled a poignant in­ 
cident to illustrate the idea. 
“ During the winter there are 
s o m e t i m e s heavy rain­ 
storms, and on one night it 
was raining and thundering 
particularly loud. One wom­ 
an went down to a shelter 
where one of the youngest 
groups 
was 
sleeping, 
she 
found one little boy who had 
awakened 
and 
was 
very 


frightened. She thought for a 
moment what she could tell 
him to calm him down, and 
then she finally said: ‘Don’t 
worry, it’s only some bomb­ 
ing.’ The boy relaxed and 
went back to sleep.” 
The fear, Gorkin says, is 
not that the kids will become 
timid or overdependent. It is 
the opposite, that they will 
become too tough and nar­ 
row minded from the situ­ 
ation. 
“ Golda Meir once said,” 
Gorkin 
recalls, 
“that 
she 
might someday be able to 
forgive the Arabs for the 
damage they have done and 
the 
Israelis 
t h e y 
have 
killed. But she said that she 
would never be able to for­ 
give them if they turned the 
Israelis into destroyers and 
killers.”

State of business 


A recent Harris Survey of popular 
attitudes toward business has received a 
lot ol attention. 
For instance, the number ol Americans 
giving business high marks for “ bringing 
better quality products to people 
has 
slipped trom a high ol 75 per cent recorded 
in a similar poll in 1966 to a low of 45 per 
cent 
today. 
There 
has 
been 
a 
corresponding rise in negative feelings 
among customers. 
Back in 1966, by an overwhelming 73 per 
cent to 22 per cent, the public praised 
business for “ offering young people a 
chance to get ahead.' Now, bv 50 per cent 
to 40 per cent, they criticize it tor just the 
opposite reason. 
By a score of 45 per cent to 36 per cent, 
most people do not feel that business 
“ allows 
people 
to 
use 
their 
full 
creative abilities. Five 
years 
before, 
business received credit fordoing iust that 
by 62 per cent to 25 per cent. 
Where in 1966 the public felt, by a 
thumping 75 per cent to 12 per cent, that 


business 
had 
been 
a real 
help 
in 
eliminating economic depressions, by 1971 
attitudes had so changed that by 45 per 
cent to 36 per cent most Americans think 
business is no longer even a factor in 
dealing with a depression. 
Clearly, says Harris, public opinion 
about business has been strongly tempered 
by the hard times people feel they have 
been through in recent months. 
But 
compounding 
the problem are rising 
expectations 
regarding 
the 
social 
responsibilities of business. 
And therein may lie an as-yet-untold 
tale. 
It is no coincidence that this decline in 
public 
confidence 
in 
business 
has 
coincided 
with 
the 
appearance 
and proliferation ol consumer advocates, 
environmental champions and others who 
have been slaying corporate dragons right 
and left. 
Five years of constant harping on what's 
wrong with business, and little about 
what 's right with it, have left their mark.

Shorter week 


Ever hear ot the 4-40 work week 
poll? 
We thought not. It s been a quiet, 
little affair, but the returns now 
coming in show a significant trend 
among county employees 
being 
surveyed. 
County Employees Assn. Secre­ 
tary Della Janos says returns from 
the first 145 members to send in 
their opinions on the four-day. 40- 
hour week idea show a large prepon­ 
derance in favor of the idea. 
One hundred and twenty-three 
said they'd prefer it rather than the 
current five-day week 
Only 19 said they'd rather have the 
shorter day. longer work week span 
Three were undecided. 
“ We found almost all of the men 
sending 
in 
replies said 
‘yes, 
declared Della, who is making the 
survey. 


She also found a large majority of 
the 
women 
turning 
down 
the 
prospect of a 10-hour work day four 
days a week. 
“ Hurry, let’s have it,” said one 
impatient male worker. Another 


said he was for it as it would provide 
“ more time to swing “ 
While most men didn’t give a 
specific reason why they favored it, 
the women for the most part did. 
Women who opposed the short 
week — at least those tied down 
with families — felt it would mean 
“ just one more day to work at 
home.” 
Hubbv, on the other hand, seemed 
to think it a great idea, as he 
envisioned himself out playing golf, 
and sleeping in another morning. 
“ You could almost tell who are 
the swinging singles by the way they 
were enthused over any plan for a 
three-day 
weekend.’’ 
declared 
Della. They didn't want any broken 
days interfering with three days off, 
either. 
Some said they d prefer a half 
hour lunch period so their 10-hour 
work day wouldn’t be so long. 
In view of the quick response she 
has gotten to the informal survey 
she launched in the association 
publication. 
“ Fringe 
Benefit,’’ 
Della is now looking forward to 
hearing from the other members. 


The association has more than 1,450 
members at this time. 
She had mentioned that local 
bookshops carry an authoritative 
book on the subject. “ Four Days — 
40 Hours,’’ published last year. 
“ It may be they are boning up on 
that before the other returns come 
in,” she declared 
The four-day-week — if and when 
it comes — won’t be the end, either, 
of the shortened week. Della has 
been researching on the subject with 
her boss, Zack Stringer, association 
general manager. She found out that 
while the four-day. 40-hour week is 
catching on more and more in Cali­ 
fornia, some municipal employees 
in a large Canadian city have 
achieved a breakthrough to win a 
three-day week! 
In 
Edmonton, 
Alberta,* city 
personnel department employees 
labor 124 hour shifts, three days a 
week, and then get four off. 
“ Happy 
employees, 
zero 
absenteeism, and increased produc­ 
tivity" 
is 
the way their boss 
describes the results of the experi­ 
ment.

Vehicle Tax move 


A bill that has been hailed as the 
most important in several years was 
reportedly on Gov. Reagan s desk 
for signing yesterday. It was not 
immediately clear at the time this 
was written what Reagan s views on 
the subject were in advance of the 
bill arriving on his desk 
Briefly 
both 
houses 
of 
the 
legislature 
have 
approved 
SB 
565 
which 
would 
increase the fee on 
the ownership of an 
automobile 
from 
the current two per 
cent to two and a 
half per cent as of 
Jan. 1. 1973. 
Basically the goal of the authors 
was to provide that the owners of 
vehicles pay the same property tax 
as 
owners 
of 
other 
types 
of 
property, according to the value of 
the 
property. 
The 
bill 
would 
accomplish only part of that goal 
however. Full parity would not be 
reached until after Jan. 1, 1976. 
It is interesting to note that the 
need for SB 565 was documented by 
the 
Assembly 
Committee 
on 
Revenue and taxation when the 
committee was under the control of

But it is rare indeed to 
translate academic theory 
into toys that children will 
be eager to play with, that 
they can play with safely 
and that they can learn 
from. 


Dr 
Esther P 
Edwards, 
a child study expert for­ 
m e rly a s s o c ia te d w ith 
Tufts University, did pre­ 
cisely that For three years, 
she and h er te a m r e ­ 
searched the development 
of infants and toddlers. 
They studied mental, physi­ 
cal and emotional reactions 
to a wide variety of stimu­ 
lations They experimented 
w ith c o lo r, sound and 
shapes. And much of what 
they learned contradicted 
what had been thought to be 
true or, more often, filled 
an information vacuum. 


The research team turned 
its data into dozens of toy 
designs The cream of their 
ideas — 25 playthings for 
children from birth to age 
three — is 
The Wonder of 
Growing.” 


The collection begins 
with simple visual-stimula- 
tion toys and progresses 
through playthings that in­ 
vite children to compare, 
control and manipulate — 
and thereby to develop 
muscle control, vocabulary 
and language skills. Many 
intermediate items help lay 
the foundation for science 
education and present books 
as friends. The most ad­ 
vanced plaything in the col­ 
lection eases children into 
group play. 


The 25 items are divided 
into 12 series according to 
the child’s age. The play­ 
things are available exclu­ 
sively 
at Sears and 
are 
offered by the series rather 
than individually. A supple­ 
ment to the collection is the 
128-page “ Wonder of Grow­ 
ing” guide for parents who 
wish to learn more about 
e arly child developm ent.

Dr. Edwards learned that 
children develop their po­ 
tential most fully if they 
are encouraged to build on 
their experiences in a logi­ 
cal sequence.

in the sequence should have 
as many facets so that the 
child continues to discover 
new things. 


But she agrees with other 
child development authori­ 
ties that the best kind of 
educational toy is one that 
makes it fun for the child to 
learn 
Writing in “ The Wonder 
of Growing” parents’ guide 
about Bowls and Balls, a 
toy suggested for the 12- to 
15-month-old, Dr. Edwards 
said, “ The recurrent dis­ 
covery that the balls are

What makes some gifts so 
successful — while others, 
perhaps much more expen­ 
sive, get a reception that's 
merely polite0 
Psychologists have stud­ 
ied the act of giving and - 
even more important — 
what ¡t is like to receive a 
gift 
Their findings, 
re­ 
ported by Shulton, furnish 
some helpful answers to the 
question of what and how to 
give 
1 A gift should be a sym­ 
bol According to Dr. Kurt 
Lewin. Iowa University 
psychologist, a gift should 
represent what you feel for 
someone, or what you d 
like to do for that person. 
It ought to be a shorthand 
way of telling the loved one: 
‘This is how beautiful you 
an 
c You re as lovely as 
a flower.'* 
2 A gift should be a sur­ 
prise. Useful and practical, 
yes. but not prosaic — it 
should have the spice of the 
unexpected Dr. Rollo May, 
not- d American psycholo­ 
gist, believes that the 
moment of giving should be 
clearly highlighted and set 
apart by the gift; it must be 
a unique moment in the or­ 
dinary routine of life. This 
can be accomplished by the 
surprise quality of the pre­ 
sent for example, a hard- 
headed businessman giving 
his wife a book of her favor­ 
ite poems — or a wife, who 
knows nothing about the 
stooK market, taking the 
trouble to search out a book 
on the subject because it 
will please her mate. 
3 A gift should not create 
anxiety. A fragile, hard-to- 
care-for or easy-to-lose pre­ 
sent may make the recipi­ 
ent anxious, and destroy 
most of his or her pleasure 
in the gift An overly lavish 
present can also create 
anxiety and embarrassment 
— if the recipient thinks 
that you expect an equally 
expensive gift in return. 
4 A gift should be some­ 
thing the other person 
wants — not something you 
think he should have. If you 
know 
a youngster who s 
been dying for a new base­ 
ball glove, by all means 
give it to him — even if his 
spelling 
grades 
indicate 
that a dictionary might be 
more in order A gift is not 
medicine, and should not be 
selected because it's “ good 
for 
someone But what if 
you can t pick up any hints'’ 
Maybe you’re not listening 
hard enough Psychologists 
have found that when a per­ 
son talks about things some­ 


one else has. he often gives 
away his own yearnings 
5. A gift is a sharing of 
yourself with someone else. 
To emphasize this quality of 
sharing, a gift should re­ 
mind the recipient of your 
relationship with him or 
her. If you both love the 
scent of citrus or jasmine, 
give “ the lady” a perfume 
like Desert Flower which 
combines 
these 
favorite 
fragrances. Or perhaps a 
gift or its wrappings can be 
a color the recipient associ­ 
ates with you. 
6. A gift should say 
“ quality,” no matter what 
its price. A well-made pre­ 
sent of obviously high qual­ 
ity is very flattering — it 
says that, as far as you’re 
concerned, 
the 
recipient 
deserves the best. No mat­ 
ter what you're buying, you 
can be assured of good qual­ 
ity if you choose time-tested 
brands, and items which 
carry a simple, uncondi­ 
tional guarantee 
7. A gift is an announce­ 
ment. It should say Merry 
Christmas. 
Happy 
Birth­ 
day, I Love You. or what­ 
ever you want to convey. 
Don't lose sight of this func­ 
tion. and don t fail to en­ 
close a card that expresses 
the sentiments you want to 
convey Don't just sign your 
name to a printed card — a 
few sincere phrases of your 
own devising add an extra 
dimension to any gift. 
8 A gift must have a 
proper setting. Psycholo­ 
gists say the the act of giv­ 
ing must be a bit of make- 
believe. a little play-acting 
between two people. This 
holds true no matter how 
long you’ve knowm each 
other, or how unsentimental 
you believe you are. Never 
hurriedly give something 
as you dash out of the door, 
or as a peace offering after 
an unpleasant moment. Be 
relaxed, establish a pleas­ 
ant mood, talk around the 
subject first: “ I thought of 
you this afternoon . . . ” 
or “ I saw the most marvel­ 
ous ,, 
A gift can be and say 
many things But not if you 
give money — it will never 
perform any of the things 
a gift should do. Worse, it 
may actually cause resent­ 
ment — for the other person 
may take it to mean that he 
needs cash!

Oldest Game.. Newest Gift 


At the Old Firehouse in 
New Rochelle, New York, 
the game these days is not 
the traditional fireman’s 
pinochle. Instead, it is the 
world s oldest game, chess, 
brought up to the minute 
in a new version called, 
graphically, Quick Master 
Chess. 
This is the big news for 
gift-giving, game-giving 
this season. The Old Fire­ 
house has become head­ 
quarters for a chess revolu­ 
tion. (It isn’t really a fire­ 
house any more. It is home 
base for the new-old game, 
and the staff's games are 
confined to lunch hour 
tournaments.) 
How does the oldest be­ 
come the newest? How can 
you improve on a battle of 
wits and skill that has been 
popular, and traditional for 
1300 years? 
It isn’t easy. But the new 
developments are opening 
up the door to millions who 
always wanted to learn 
chess but found it “ too 
complicated," “ too time- 
consuming," and “ too ex­ 
pensive." 
Quick Master Chess was 
developed by Desmond W. 
Margetson, an aerospace 
engineer and a longtime 
chess buff. Originally, he 
planned merely to improve 
and speed up his own game. 
It worked so well that he 
tested it with beginners, as 
well as experts, of all age 
groups. 
The beginners liked it be­ 
cause they could begin to 
play right away. Experts 
endorsed it because it 
speeds up the game. And 
families liked it because it 
provides a bridge between 
the generations — a ten- 
year-old can play with 
parents or grandparents. 
None of the real fascina­ 
tion of traditional chess has 
been removed. Its planning, 
intrigue, and excitement 
are still there. What is 
missing — and not missed 
— is the formidable task of 
identifying and memorizing 
six different types of sculp­ 
tured chessmen, their start­ 
ing positions, their moves 
and capture powers, and 
their relative numerical 
values 
Learning and re­ 
membering all this was 
enough to make many 
would-be chess players give 
up and “ leave it to the egg 
heads." 
No longer. Quick Master 
Chess substitutes reversible 
plastic tiles for the more 
ornate traditional chess­ 
men Each tile is coded to 
convey playing instructions 
The board itself is color- 
coded with game notations 
on the margin 
“ As a result," Mr. Mar­ 
getson says," the player 
needs only to learn the 
simple rules and play can 
begin 
immediately." 
He 


says that the simple de­ 
signs enable players to 
“ see’’ forces at work, 
“ see" the inter-relationship 
of all pieces. 
The U. S. Chess Federa­ 
tion agrees with Mr. Mar­ 
getson and, through its ex­ 
ecutive director. Col. E. B. 
Edmondson, has placed its 
imprimatur on Quick Mas­ 
ter Chess, calling it “ a 
superb learning set. " 
Other experts endorse it, 
and patent applications 


have been made to Canada, 
Great Britain, Western 
Germany, Spain, France, 
Italy, Brazil and the Soviet 
Union. 
The great chessmaster 
Tarrasch once said, “ Chess, 
like love and music, has the 
power to make men happy." 
Mr. Margetson thinks that 
the new development will 
introduce millions of new 
players to “ purposeful rec­ 
reation, mystery, a true 
science, a beautiful art." 


He concludes, “ Chess is a 
superb exhaust valve which 
we all need in these times. ’” 
Granted' 
One final boon to what 
promises to be a sensa­ 
tional expansion for the cen­ 
turies-old game.Unlike elab­ 
orate traditional sets, the 
new product is modestly 
priced, midway between 
twelve and thirteen dollars, 
and includes a manual giv­ 
ing rules of the game, hints 
on strategy, and games.

But the great variety of 
products, all claiming to be 
the best, can confuse the 
Christmas shopper. Which 
one to buy? They’re not all 
the same, so here are a few 
hints: 
The 
hand-held 
styling 
dryer is the hottest news in 
hairdryers because it’s the 
fastest, 
most convenient 
way to dry hair while help­ 
ing to style it. So look for 
the styling dryer with the 
highest 
wattage 
(around 
500) — which means more 
air power to dry faster — 
and two speeds. One for 
drying, the other for 
styling. 
A good styling dryer 
should have a soft flexible 
detachable brush, specially 
designed to use on wet hair. 
The brush will smooth and 
sleek the hair and speed 
drying time even faster. 
Make sure the cord is long 
enough (at least 8 ) for 
maneuverability. Dual volt­ 
age for world-wide travel 
is also a plus feature. 
The newest idea in the 
hot comb family is the 
steam/mist comb. The im­ 
portant feature to look for 
is a warm air flow with 
moisture, not wetness. It’s 
best not to wet your hair, 
just to dampen it so that 
the warm air can ‘ press’’ 
in a curl or flip, or smooth 
out too much of a curl. Look 
for the comb with a built-in 
steam/mist system rather 
than one that’s attached. 
And be sure it has enough 
of an air flow to do a good 
job. Compare wattage — 
the highest is about 350. 
Also make sure the brush 
and comb attachments are 
made with rounded tips that 
will not scratch the scalp. 
Both the styling dryer and 
steam/mist combs come in 
men’s versions. Look for 
the same quality features. 
No woman who cares 
about the way she looks 
should be without a good 
makeup mirror. The best 
mirrors have four separate 
light settings so a woman 
can make up in the light in 
which she will be seen — 
day, office, evening and 
home.

If 
a woman’s hair is in normal 
condition, she can use any 
type of hairsetter as often 
as she likes If she has dam­ 
aged or very dry hair, a 
condition-mist setter is 
best. That’s why the 3-in-l 
hairsetter is ideal because 
it offers regular, water- 
mist and conditioning-mist 
sets all in the same unit.

If you want a long, un­ 
broken lemon peel spiral to 
decorate a ginger ale, or a 
highball, use a sharp paring 
knife to cut the skm on a 
spiral three quarters of the 
way 
around 
the 
lemon. 


Leaving the cut piece hang, 
turn the lemon and start 
back from the other end.
